It has been long a Queſtion, which is the 
largeſt, the Earth or Water? It was believedf 
to be the Water, becauſe it encompaſſed the 
Earth, and that it muſt exceed it as that was 
exceeded by the Air; but, the new Coun- 
tries which have been diſcoyered ſince, frees 
us from all Doubt, foraſmuch as there is 
Land under the Water, and the Depth offi 
the Sea hardly exceeds a League, as has been 
found out by a new invented Machine: 
Whence it muſt be concluded that there is 
much more Land than Water. Again, the 
Earth being appointed for the Reſidence of 
Man, it ſhould ſeem to be larger than the 
Water, and that there is more Land in the 
North Part; becauſe on that Side there are 
in the Heavens more Stars which have the

ference. 

The Climate is a Space of Earth, included 
between two Parallels, at the End of which 
the longeſt Day in the Year is longer than at 
its Beginning, either by the Increaſe of half 
an Hcur or a Month. 

There are two Sorts of Climates, which 
are the Climates of Hours, and the Climates 
of a Month. The Climates of Hours are 
counted tothe Equator ; and thoſe of a Month 
to the Polar Circles. The Climates of Hours 
keep decreaſing from the Equator to the Po- 
lar Circles; and the Climates of a Month in-

The government of England is monarchi- 
al and the crown is hereditary, it belongs 
even to the daughters when the king dies 
without male heirs ; the kings however are 
not arbitrary, their power is bounded 
cuſtoms and laws eſtabliſhed, which they 
cannot aboliſh nor change without the con- 
ſent of their parliament, which is compoſed 
of two chambers ; thoſe aſſemblies repreſents 
the whole nation; however the kings diſ- 
poſe of all eccleſiaſtick, politick and milita- 
ry offices.

NGLAND has been inhabited by fl 
different nations. It is commonly be 
lieved, that the Britons, a people of Gaul 
are the firſt inhabitants thereof, becauſe ti 
religion, language, and cuſtoms of the Br. 
tons were very near the ſame as thoſe of the 
Gauls, Such of che hiſtorians, as are over 
credulous, have not failed to introduce many 
fabulous accounts into the Engliſh hiſto: 
they reckon a very great number of Brill 
kings before the birth of Chriſt ; and affirm, 
that Brutus was the firft of thoſe pretended 
monarchs; but without taking the trouble 
to refute their idle tories, I ſhall give a thor 
abſtract of what has appeared to me moſtcer- 
Julius Cæſar was the fieſt of the Romans 

who landed in Britaia, where he conquered 

the people of the ſouthern oo ſt, whom he 

rendered tributaries to the republic. The 

Britons revolted towards the beginning of 

Auguſtus's reign; and having often fince 

endeavoured to ſhake off the yoke which 
ppeared to them inſufferable, they were al-

The Britons were thus tributaries to the 
Romans until the year 446, when they cal.

Theſe people making incurſion 
upon the Roman territory, in which they 
ſucceeded, they drove out of the iſland thoſe 
conquerors who had commanded therein for 
four centuries and more, and ſtrengthenel 
their power ſo well, that the greater part af 
the Britons were obliged to ſubmit to their 
yoke. Such amongſt them as could not 
bear it, choſe for their king Vortigern, who 
marched at their head againſt the Picts and 
Scots; but after he had got ſeveral victoties, 
he was forced to invite over the Saxons to 
aſſiſt him in the defence of his country, and 
afterwards married the daughter of their ge- 
neral. This marriage diſpleaſed the Britons, 
who elected Vortimer his ſon for their ſo- 
vereign. A battle having been fought be- 
tween the father and the ſon, the Saxons 
remained conquerors; and being aſſiſted by 
the Engliſh, who came over with them 
under the conduct of Hengiſt to the afliſt-

H IS kingdom was formerly eleQive, 
but is now hereditary, and ought to 
be looked upon as monarchical. Every fourth 
year the king aſſembles the ſtates, which 
are compoſed of the nobility, the clergy, the 
citizens/and the peaſants. Theſe four orders 
ly meet at Stockholm, and fit in four 
different chambers, and make what laws they 
think fit. The executive power is lodged in 
the ſenate, where the king prefides, and has 
the caſting vote; but they are accountable 
to the ſtates for their adminiſtration. 
Lutheraniſm, as ined by Melanch- 
ton, is the only religion orofeſſed here : they 
tolerate no other. On the high feſtivals they 
confeſs their fins to one another with a loud 
Voice.

Qudenarde, fituated upon the river Scheld, 
is conſiderable for its trade and tapeſtry ma- 
nufactory, but ſtill more ſo for its fortifica- 
tions. It is the birth-place of Margaret of 
Auſtria, dutcheſs of Parma and the Low- 
countries. | 
Dendermond, ſeated on the river Dender, 
is a very fine city, the ſluices whereof are 
very magnificent. Here is to be ſeen, in the 
church of the capuchins friars, a crucifix, ſo 
beautiful and perfect in its kind as to draw 
the curious from all parts of Europe.

fician, and of John de Bruges, a ſkillfy] 
painter, to whom we owe the invention of 
painting in oil. Antonello, lord of Meſſina, 
having ſeen one of his pieces, left all his af. 
fairs, and went to Flanders in order to learn 
his fecret; and when he knew it he returned 
to Sicily, and went afterwards to Venice, 
where he diſcovered it to Dominico, who 
made it public all over Italy es 
Oſtend, the only ſea port-town in Flanders, 
is defended by eight bulwarks, ſeveral baſ- 
tions and broad ditches. This city with- 
ſtood a fiege againſt the Spaniards, which 
laſted from the 5th. of July 1601, to the 
12th of September 1604. The report of 
the guns was ſo loud, that we are 
was hear d in London. 
Newport is a ſtrong town, famous for the 
victory which Maurice, . prince of Orange, 
got the 1ſt of July 1600, over the archduke 
Albert of Auſtria, who then loſt 60000 men. 
Mons, a very ſtrong city, upon the river 


Troville, is the capital of Hainault. Its ſluices 


are ſufficient to lay under water all the coun- 


try round about it for three leagues.

HERE is no republick better govern'd 
than this. All the employments are 
here diſtributed equally and without affecta- 
tion, and may be taken away at will, that 
every one may ſhare the. honour and enjoy 
the advantage of commanding. The nobles 
commonly fill the moſt important places both 
civil and military. Magiſtracy is in the hands 
of perſons of probity, erudition, and expe- 
rience, choſen from amongſt the families of 
the ſecond order. Juſtice is adminiſtred with 
impartiality, and the civil law is only received 
when it is conformable to reaſon. The laws 
that are in force here, are ſuch only as are 

confirmed by the ſtates. 3 
The arts and trades are carried in this 
country to the higheſt pitch of perfection. 
Sciences are very well cultivated, likewiſe 
the Dutch have very famous univerſities, 
beſides public ſchools in all the villages. 
Their hoſpitals for orphans and old peo- 
ple, and their houſes of correction for the 
lewd, are as well endowed as any in Europe. 
Toy ſuffer no beggars, and their towns and 
houſes are clean beyond imagination. All 
ſorts of religions are tolerated in Holland. The 
Calviniſts, tho' they are leſs numerous, arethe
